l.iiie the l)i-calh from the battle- 
fled.- ,iii<l naval comliats of the R»ik- 
so-Japaueee war, la this letter received 
by Or. M. StelnfeM from W. A. Der- 
rtngton, a MeCracken county boy in 
the United States navy aboard the 
crusit'r Cini lniiai i l>i rrliiKtoii ha« 
been lo the navy t«o yearn and four 
months end his shiii, the Cincinnati, 
was la the far east tbrougliout tbe 
war. The Clnclnpatl waa the flrat 
foreign battleehip to eater a Japan- 
ese port after peace waa dedered and 
many narrow ewapes from boinR 
mistaken for the enemy's Bhll»i wwe 
experienced by the Cincinnati. One 
dark nlgbi when the Jeps were ex- 
peottng the long Wked for Rvsalan 
fleet from the Mediterranean see, the 
Cincinnati was sooatlng and several 
.laji liaUeships t;ave cha.«t' to It. Un- 
lioitbledly nolbiuK coulil have vaved 
the CtDcinrntti from lieinK »iuik but 
the Ingenuity of an olBcer wlio had 
the Amertoaa Bag holeted «n the fore 
mast and then turned all tiie ship's 
searchlightH on the flag, thus show- 
lug the Identity uf the vesiie! lo the 
Japanene.
